Shut Up in Paris. 


Pants, Jan. 16. 

To-day, yesterday, and the wight chat di- 
vided them, bave been very tercivie; never 
befere bes the cannonacving been ro intense, 
so loud and ocovtioued. Siore the early 
morning of Satarday—that is, or more than 
forty buver-—we have heard the long detona- 
tious, bareting forth with ficice «xplosion 
and roliiug away ia sullen thunder, at inter- 
vale of ove of two minutes, with more rapid 
successions at times, and often » vera! re- 

te crashiog out at ooce with awful echora 
ours drag on heavily with such dread, 
sickening accompaniment as this filling tte 
air, roving ito ove’s home, one's brain, 
ove's heart. Gloomy enough in the day, 
when light and mouvement and voices are 
around; bot mort gloomy to wake in the 
coldest, darkest bours of the night, when all 
should be calm io chelier aod at rest, aod to 
bear the thander of the guns as fierce and 
restiess as ever, One frels at these times 
utterly bewildered at the thought shat war 
can «xist, and that all this terrible misery 
can have come to our Coors, Du.ing these 
wame past rights, too, the wiad bes been 
blowing strooyly trom the south, addiog its 
own ruaring to the nowe it brings us from 
our svuthera forte. 

The cannonading we hear it;ns I have 
eaid, from our own forts; ita loud roar 
drowns the round of the enemy's gare, which 
are, of course, cistant end faint; and fur all 
those livieg on the nortbera side of Paris-- 
from which I write, and which is still un- 
harmed by the Prussian guos—it drowvs, 
too, tne explosions of the sheils which are 
falling om the oppo-ite side of the river. 
Indeed, the noise made by the shells as they 
buret is pot very great, slways exoeptiag 
when the fearful things crash into one's own 
house or carry bavoc into thove of oue's near 
neighbors, Shelis still continue to fal), not 
so thickly a» at first, but cuough to scaster 
desolation and destruction over mavy wide 
aod closely populated quarters of our city. 
Daoger and distress have been around us for 
£0 lucg, that to those who are etiil in eheiter, 
and even out of earshot, the enumeratioa ot 
the injuries sustained from the bomberd- 
ment 19 distant neighborhoods tells but as 
parts of the sad whole; but it is when sach 
documents as the fullowing meet one's eyes 
that the truth comes home to one io all tts 
terrible reality, The letter is an iavitation 
to artend a funeral—a faire-part, as it is 
called tu French: “ Mousieur and Madame 
Jales Legendre have the surrow of acquaiut- 
ing you with the death of their daughters, 
Alice, eged thirteen years and a beif, and 
Clemence, aged eight, both struck by a 
Prussian shell,” Thea follows the day and 
hour of the funeral, wich the invitation to 
attend it, aud the adurees of the unfortunate 
parents, », Kue Victor Cousin. 

Of course, amoung the numerous and di- 
vereified accounts given in the various pa- 
pers, many are «xeggernted or a cidentally 
repeated as new events; but clear and indis- 
putabie stacd the figures in the official re- 
porte, and though the number of people 
struck is »mall io proportion to the number 
of pruj:ctilee thrown, yet the totale are 
drear envagh—eighty persons killed, and a 
hundred and ninety-foar wounded—since 
the beginning of the bombardment uatil to- 
day. Uf these there are tweaty-live obtidres 
killed, which seems a terridle proportion, 
avd twenty-seveu children and evixty-tive 
women have bien wounded, The miserable 
quarter of the Rue Muuffeturd—lately, how- 
ever, #0 much opeved and improved—bas 
suffered most severely. Toe toterior of a 
houre was entirely des'royed, aud of two 
families who lived there ail the members 
were ivjured, and some fatally; a few voors 
further off anotber house underwent as ter- 
ribie a viritation, but fortunately all the in- 
mates had already taken refuge in the cel- 
luis, and remaineu there in safety; a curt 
golog on the same day through the same 
neighborhoud was vivieutly struck, the man

ever, ever fell upon bis ears unheeded; reti- 
ceat in giviog expression to bis opinions;

value of excvarge as never to refer to bis 
bouk, which be always held in bie band; 
matiog bis replies so citinct that no second 
question was ever ested; cold, formal, re- 
seived, and divtant, never losing bis «qua- 
nimity in reverses or gains, and 80 tnoruughly 
himeecif as pever to beritate—bis memory 
romaine till to-day as that of the model busi- 
wete-man of ibe great metropolis. His 
word was always kept. He kueqw uo dif- 
ference in men. A commercial transaction 
was to bim beyond ali fear or favor, Frien's 
or ttrangers—those who had dealt with bim 
for years or those who entered iato first en- 
gagemente—were alike. He wasin ifferent 
to everythiog but the simple transaction of 
the moment.
